Fahd expresses hope 
over Syria -Jordan rift

DAMASCUS, Nov. 30 (Agencies) — Sec- 
ond Deputy Premier and National Guard 
Commander Prince Abdullah Sunday deli- 
vered a message from King Khaled to Syrian 
President Hafiz Assad. 

Hie prince was received at the airport here 
by the commander of the Syrian Defense 
Forces Col. Rifaat Assad, brother of the 
Syrian president, and Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. Prince Abdullah 
. . arrived in die Syrian capital Sunday after 
leaving Dahran earlier in the day. 

Contents of the King’s message were not 
’ disclosed, ft comes amid reports of "massive 
troop deployment" on the border between 
Syria and Jordan. 

The King's message to Syria was the sec- 
ond in IS days. Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
A1 Faisal delivered the first to President 
Assad 10 days before the Arab summit which 
was held in the Jordanian capital of Amman .

But they said the borderwas still open and 
there were no signs so far that dashes were 
imminent. The confrontation has highlighted 
a major political dispute between the two 
countries over the Gulf war. Jordan has 
expressed strong support for Iraq’s offensive 
against Iran, while Syria has condemned it as 
a diversion from the main struggle against 
Israel. 

Relations between the two former allies 
deteriorated further after Syria led a boycott 
of the Arab league su mmi t last week, and 
repeatedly accused Jordan of backing sub- 
versive activities in Syria. 

King Hussein denied the charges. After the 
summit he told reporters: "If we are attacked 
from any quarter we/wOl fight to defend our 
land." 

Eye-witnesses who toured the border 
area said Jordanian troops were building 
strong defensive positions for tanks , medium 
artillary and anti-aircraft guns. 

Hie United States warned on Friday thatit 
regarded Jordan as .a.fnesd whose security 
» Awas mippriaht td- Washington. There was’np 
immediate reaction from the Soviet Union/ 
which signed a mutual defense pact with Syria 
last month as part of a long-term friendship 
and cooperation treaty. 

Also Damascus newspapers Sunday 
warned that Syria would “act with firmness 
and resort to force” to destroy the tr aining 
camps that they Said an extremist group was 
operating on Jordanian territory. 

Jordan is said to have called up reservists, 
mobilized civil defense squads, replenished 
its stock of fuel and intensifie d airport and 
border security precautions of a Syrian attack

DHAHRAN. Nov. 30 (SPA) — Crown* 
Prince Fahd said Sunday be hoped the 
Islamic summit — including representatives 
from Islamic countries in Asia, Africa and 
the Middle East — would be held on time in 
Saudi Arabia. It is scheduled f A Mecca in 
Jan. 24 with representatives later moving to 
Taif. 

The prince said the Amman summit, 
completed recently, discussed a wide range 
of issues important to the Islamic world. 
With these in mind, the prince said, leaders 
of Islamic countries will define “the true 
Islamic objectives of the world Muslim 
co mmuni ty — objectives that are not 
directed against anyone, but aim at uniting 
this co mmuni ty in one framework for the 
sake of Islami c faith.” . 

In statements to the press following the 
dedication by King Khaled of the hospital 
complex at King Abdul Aziz airbase, the 
prince also dealt with the Iran- Iraq war. He 
said he personally believes Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein has shown a great deal of 
flexibility, reflecting a true conviction that 
he wants to set things back on the right track 
so that every stale obtains its rights accord- 
ing to the Amman s ummi t comm unique. 


Asked about Saudi Arabian efforts here. 
Prince Fahd said, “We are no party to this 
war. But we are an integrated Arab party." 

Hie prince also commented on reports 
that Syria is massing troops along its border 
with Jordan. Prince Fahd said he hoped qo 
problems would develop between members 
of the Arab family. He said that only the 
enemy would benefit from such discord, 
and that he was confident that such things 
would be dealt with through the wisdom 
required. 

Regarding a defense strategy among 
Arab Gulf countries, the prince said such a 
strategy would have to be pan-Arab con- 
fronting an enemy that has usurped the 
rights of the Arab world. A Gulf countries 
framework and an Arab countries 
framework means the same thing , he said. 

The prince nlled out the convening of a 
Gulf summit conference. He noted the 
Arab summit had just finished in Amman. 
“We studied in it all c«ir problems with 
frankness," he said. “And Gulf countries 
are Arab countries."

Iraq denies oil outlet 
captured by Iran troops 


BAGHDAD, Nov. 30 (AP) — Iraq Sun- 
day dented a da im by Iran that Iranian naval 
commandos captured Iraq's Al-Bakr oil 
-pipeline terminal at the northwestern tip of 
the Gulf. 

An official Iraqi statement said the Ira- 
nians were repulsed with the loss of three 
U.S.- built Phantom fighter bombers, two 
helicopters and three U S .- made Iranian 
warships in the dash of Mina Al-Bakr. 

Iran had dahned' it won the biggest sea 
batde of the 70-day-old war, culminating in 
the capture of Al-Bakr. But the statement by 
Iraq said the Iraqi air force and navy fought a 
successful battle against the Iranian air force 
and navy and pushed the Iranians back. 

The Iranian command said in a communi- 
que broadcast by Tehran's radio that four 
Sonet-made Iraqi missile boats and seven 
other gunboats were sunk in the dash, with 
one Iranian gunboat sustaining heavy dam- 

age- 

- The Iranian communique claimed 20 Iraqi 
sailors were rescued from the sea and taken 
prisoner while the flag of Iran was hoisted 
over Mina Al-Bakr.

Taher said that despite the criticism of 
some Western politicians, oil price in crosses 
have bad positive effects for industrialized 
countries. The boosts have prompted conser- 
vation measures and the search for alterna- 
tive energy sources. \ 

“They (some Western leaders) find it;easy 
to pot the blame on cal producers” Taher 
said. “They always mention the negative 
aspects, and never the poative ones.” He 
even said that as well as helping OP EC coun- 
tries, higher prices helped other developing 
nations. 

Taher also criticized the West for launch- 
ing a campaign against the flow of money into 
OPEC. He explained that the Western media 
were claiming that excess funds, believed to 
reach $50 billion in 1979-80, can’t be 
absorbed by the OPEC countries. At the 
■amp time, the world economy supposedly 
can’t accept new price increases as in the past, 
Taher said. ; 

Finally, he saw the West as unhappy with 
the shift of wealth to the so- caflecT" Pet- 
roleum World.”

Taber asserted that wealth was escaping 
that “world" for the past three or four 
decades as Western countries exploited oil 
fields of both OPEC and non-OPEC coun- 
tries. 

Incredibly cheap prices. Thhersaid, fueled 
increasing Western industrialization. He 
cited Western Europe Japan, and the United 
States among those benefiting. 

Taher combatted the western media cam- 
paign with the comment that the prices of 
manufactured and consumer goods flowing 
Eastward rises sometimes faster than the cost 
of ofl. He also said excess funds are being 
invested in the form of loans to developing 
countries, as well as to industrialized nations. 
Such excess funds, be said, don’t threaten the 
Western economies. 

In fact, he said, some Western countries — 
including West Germany — have borrowed 
from the funds, indicating the money is an 
investment resource, he said. Taher also 
commented on the gas liquifi cation plant 
opened by King Khaled last week in 
Juaymah. He called it tile largest in the world, 
and said that not even the United Slates or 
the Soviet Union were engaged in similar 
ventures. 

He also said the East- West pipeline project 
is on schedule, and the first oil tanker will set 
sail from the Western coast of the Kingdom 
perhaps by next July.

Khaled opens hospital 


DHAHRAN, Nov. 30 (SPA) — At the end 
of his 10-day tour of the Eastern Province, 
King Khaled Sunday dedicated the new 
military hospital at the King Abdul Aziz Air 
Base here, the King later returned to Riyadh. 

Accompanied by Crown Prince Fahd, the 
governor of Riyadh Prince Salman, and other 
princes and officials, tee King also dedicated- 
the housing base, which is

According to Brig. Abdul Rahim Habibul- 
lah, the hospital's director, the facility has 
1 10 beds — as opposed to tee 50 the base 
relied on in the past — and occupies a 
25,000-square- meter area. Already, 
789,000 patients requiring major and minor 
treatment have passed through tee hospital, 
which opened a couple of years ago. 

Among tee hospital's facilities are three 
X-ray units, nine specialist clinics, and 13 
outpatient dinics. Hie staff includes by 42 
doctors, 212 nurses and other technicians and 
administrators. 

The housing compound includes 142 build- 
ings. — each with four furnished flats, 10 
guest houses, four buildings of 48 flats each 
for unmarried personnel, and 10 office build- 
ings. Part of the complex dedicated by the 
King is the largest sports complex in tee Mid- 
dle East, with a desalination plant and power 
generators also serving the entire area. 

The King was received at the hospital Sun- 
day by Defense Minister Prince Sultan, Gov- 
ernor of the Eastern Province Prince Abdul 
Mohsen ibn Jihiwi, commander of die Air 


Force Gen. Muhammad Sabri, and the com- 
mander of tee eastern Province Maj. Gen. 
Ali Alhoori. 

The previous day. the King opened the 
Hcrfuf Public Hospital — one that contains 
487 beds, an intensive care unit a special bum 
center, and 13 operating theaters. 

Earlier on, tee King inspected- the large 
Hasa.inrigation and drainage project, started 
.13 years s&n «. chsnnel ■ rprirj water mt'** 
concrete canals, preserve water and drair. t“i 
swamps which had plagued thi* region for 
centuries. The director, noting the King’s 
support, said the project was a model in plac- 
ing science at the service of fanners, and 
agriculture in general. 

Also during his tour, the King opened a gas 
processing plant at Juaymah. That means by 
1 982 gas flares will no longer be a part of the 
oil field landscape, for the gas will be used for 
industry. The plant, which actually began 
operating two months ago, separates gas 
associated with the production of crude oil' 
into components such as methane, ethane 
and liquified petroleum gas. 

The gathering program aims to collect 
some 3.4 billion cubic feet of gas that other- 
wise would simply be flared off. 

The highlight of the King' s tour was the 
dedication of King Abdul Aziz Naval Base, a 
huge complex covering 26 square kilometers. 
Included in that $534 million projects are a 
naval port, docks, fuel depots, water supplies, 
repair yards and workshops, a housing com- 
plex and a hospital. A desalination plant cap- 
able of producing one million gallons of water 
daily ts planned for the base.

-w RIYADH^ Nov. 30 — Interior Minister 
Prince Naif will chair a board meeting for the 
Arab Institute of Police Studies in Saudi 
Arabia, which was approved by a meeting of 
pe Arab interior ministers last year. The 
institute is estimated to cost SR400 million. 
The board will discuss the agenda — indud- 
tng a program of action for the institute — 
and the budget for the coming year, accord- 
to Or. Farouk Abdul Rahman Murad, 
who was appointed principal. 

Die meeting will be attended by Dr. 
Akram Nashat from Iraq, Dr. Abdul Qader 
AJ Zaghl from Tunisia, Dr. Mustafa A1 Awaji 
from Lebanon; Muhammad A1 Shadadi,-sec- 
retery of the Arab organization of social 
defense and Dr. Muhideen Toq of Jordan. 

The establishment of both the institute and 
an Arab Studies Center had been derided by 
the second Arab interior ministers confer- 
ence which was held in Baghdad. Iraq. Prince 
Naif said during the third conference that he 
hoped that the two institutions would be 
merged. In addition the conference discussed 
the security of Arab society in the present and 
in the future and the formation of a perma- 
nent council of Arab interior ministers. 

During the third conference Prince Naif 
said the ministers’ aim to completely coordi- 
nate internal security matters. Political dif- 
ferences should not interfere with security 
cooperation. Security is an important founda- 
tion of the Arab world, he said. 

Prince Naif submined his goveramenfs 
working paper that supported the unified sys-

tem and the concept of Islamic law andjuris- 
pnidence as the principal source of Arab 
criminal law. He said that the ministers were 
aware of the “ security situation ” in the reg- 
ion which was created by “ foreign ele- 
ments. " 

The first interior ministers conference was 
held in Cairo 1977 and centered on Arab 
travel within die Arab world. Other topics 
included the treatment of Palestinians as 
natives of the countries they lived in, inter- 
Arab police cooperation and cooperation to 
prevent illegal immigrants from slipping into 
Arab states. 

The second conference in Baghdad 
approved an Arab formula to prevent crime 
and adopted ways to encourage citizens to 
enlist in security forces. The ministers noted 


.that many were reluctant to do so. 

Kuwait proposed a charter calling on 
member states to refrain from interfering in 
die internal affairs of each other. Kuwaiti 
min ister Sheikh Nawaf said the Kuwaiti gov- 
eminent is aware that external elements were 
financing and patronizing subversive 
activities in the country. 

The third conference decided to take pre- 
ventive action to deal with commonproblems 
in the Arab world, as well as violations in the 
occupied Arab territories. It also decided to 
set up a permanent council of interior minis- 
ters entrusted with studying security 
throughout the region. It will try to develop 
cooperation aimed at raising the standard of 
Arab security systems and at enhancing its 
capabilities. The council also will assist com- 
mon. security institutions. The general sec- 
retary of the organization for social defense 
was given the authority for designing and 
implementing a system for extradition of sus- 
pected cri m i n als and repatriation of convicts. 

The ministers also decided to foster institu- 
tions specialized in fighting and preventing 
crime in frontline states- those sharing bor- 
ders with Israel. 

They urged the social defense organization 
to seek unity in the penal system under 
Islamic law, which will be done by setting up a 
committee of law and jurisprudence experts 
to draw up die framework for a model of 
unified legislation resting on the Sharia. Both 
legal and religious institutions will cooperate 
in this model. The next conference will be 
held in Morocco in 1982.

I was not too surprised to read the com- 
. . plaints Of Mayor Muhammad Saeed Farsi in 
“ tire - magazine Iqm recently. He com- 
plained bitterly of the human factor that is 
causing a lot of trouble for the municipal- 
ity. As an example, he cited the fate of 
lamp posts in the city which are going 
down at die rale of two a day — victims of 
reckless drivers who seem to have a prop- 
ensity far crashing against them. 

My friend Farsi faced two problems. 
One is to provide SR10 million a year for 
the maintenance, repair and replacement 
of these damaged lamp posts. The other is 
an anguished artist who is hurt by the 
unsightly spectacle of so many fallen lamp 
posts at a time when he is striving to 
beautify die cily at enormous cost. 

The solution, in my opinion, must lie in 
a dose cooperation between the munici- 
pality and the traffic department The lat- 
ter must apprehend the culprits, impose a 
stiff fine, equal to twice the cost of the 
lamp post and |ts erection, imprisonment 
and yet another fine as a deterrent to him 
and to others. I 

I believe that such strong punishment 
will reduce the frequency of similar acci- 
dents and consequently die number of 
lamp posts crashed by wayward motorists.

TRIPOLI, Nov. 30 (R) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Qaddafi has welcomed the elec- 
don of President-elect Ronald Reagan, say- 
ing U.S. Republicans were closer to the Arab 
cau&e than th^ Democrats. 

Qaddafi also told reporters at a news con- 
ference Saturday that the U.S. was trying to 
destabilize Western Africa, particularly 
French speaking countries, in an effort to 
instal governments favorite to its policies. He 
^dthiswasdeariyshownbythe U.S. position 
in die Chad civil war. 

h~he U.S. has sided with former Defense 
Minister Hissene Habre whose forces are 
fighting Chad President Goukouni Oueddei. 

"If Habre’s rebellion succeeds,” Qaddafi 
said, "then the United States will try the same 
thing in other African countries, hoping to 
supplant Francophile governments with allies 
of the United Slates.” 

On the U.S. elections, he said: “ We firmly 
welcome the election of President Reagan. 
Firstly because it was Carter who started the 
(Camp David) accords which were a plot 
against the Arab and Palestinian peoples.” 

He added: “We also feel the Republicans 
have always been closer to the Arab cause 
than the Democrats. A proof of this is seen by 
the reaction of (Egyptian President Anwar) 
Sadat before this election. He detested 
Reagan.” 

Qaddafi said Reagan would tighten the 
U.S. grip on Western Europe,

Turkish junta asks West 
to increase military aid 


ANKARA, Nov. 30 (OFNS) — Turkey's 
military rulers have begun negotiations with 
the West in an attempt to get increased finan- 
cial support for modernization of the coun- 
try’s armed forces. Enormous sums of money’ 
are involved. The military establishment is 
strong numerically but hopelessly weak in 
modern weapons. 

* The problem; is compounded by the com- 
mitment of some 40 per cent of military per- 
sonnd to the task of maintaining order in a 
country which has been under total martial 
law since the coup of Sept 12. 

.The United States and West Germany are 
the main sources of military aid. Britain has 
given what the Turks describe as “moral sup- 
port” but no financial backing. 

The issue is crucial for the Western allies. 
Turkey and Greece are the guardians of the 
southern flank of NATO. Greece, which 


re-entered NATO’s military structure ui 
October after a six-year boycott, has reason- 
ably modem although small armed forces. 
Turkey, in the words of one NATO expert, 
“can just about feed and clothe its troops 
but hardily more.” 

A month after the generals toppled the 
country's feuding politicians. Turkey and the 
United States opened a new round of negoti- 
ations on military aid. 

In fact, there is little doubt here that the 
United States supported the coup which 
brought Gen. Kenan Evran to power as head 

of the “National Security Council." Washing- 
ton and NATO are said to have been 
informed well in advance. It could hardly 
have been otherwise, as three Turkish land 
armies plus the air force and navy are perma- 
nently committed to NATO. The exception is 
the Aegean Army, whose main responsibility

is the Greek islands. 

The problem is how to turn 566.000 Turk- 
ish soldiers, sailors and airmen into a 
NATO-standard force. 

The Americans are already paying roughly 
$45U million a year under an existing defense 
and economic cooperation agreement 
On Nov. 17, West Germany pledged $300 
million in military assistance which includes 
the supply of Leopard tanks and Milan mis- 
siles. and the modernization of Turkey's 
Korean war- vintage U.S. M-48 tanks.

He finds 
himself in the Aleutians, shooting a 
documentary. He finds himself in a B-24, 
attacked by Zeros. When bis camera winds 
down, he notices that the waist gunner who 
has been in his way is no longer in his way. 
The waist gunner has been killed , and Hnston

He returns to Los Angeles to edit his film, 
attends a party at David O. Selznick’ s house 
and encounters Errol Flynn in a hallway. 
Flynn insults a mutual woman friend. In Selz- 
nick 7 s garden, they square off. The fight goes 
on for an hour. Marquis of Queeasbeny 
rules. When it is over, the combatants retire 
to separate hospitals. Flynn has two broken 
ribs; Huston’s nose is broken again. 

In San Pietro, Italy, Huston makes a 
documentary. In order to get good shots of 
the first Americans fighting their way in, he 
and his crew arrive in the town before the 
Germans leave. Poor planning, but good 
opportunity. And within the tradition. It is a 
day, Huston recalls later, that he saw more 
dead men than living men. 

In Africa in 1951, he takes Katharine 
Hepburn aside to tell her that her interpreta- 
tion of Rose is all wrong for The African 
Queen . Just pretend you’re Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Huston says Hepburn then warms 
to the part. Bogart, however, hates Africa. 

Huston takes die opportunity for big-game 
hunting. He wants to bag each of the tradi- 
tional species: elephant, tiger, lion and so on. 
He carries a Rigby .470 Express rifle, rides an 
elephant. Game is scarce. The camp oook is 
arrested for murder, and executed. It dawns 
on Huston what the “long pig” he has been 
eating at the campfire really was. When in the 
Ruilti, a tributary of the Congo, do as the 
Ruikians do. AH in the tradition. Unfortu- 
nately. this local tradition is of cannibalism. 

Also in the tradition: Huston is a little hard 
to live with. To his third wife, Evelyn Keyes, 
he brings home a chimpanzee. The chimp is 
jealous. Evelyn has just bad the apartment 
decorated — white on white — in the best of 
taste. She makes room for the chimp, Who 
wants to sleep with Huston. Huston likes 
animals a lot. The dump wrecks the apart- 
ment. Pretty soon Huston is not married to 
Evelyn anymore. They flip a coin to see who 
gets his pre-Columbian art collection. Evelyn 
wins. Huston is broke. -MGM, being itself 
part of the tradition, lends him $150,000. 

; Huston keeps on matting movies, col- 
laborating with James . Agee, with the mys- 
terious B. Travcn, with Truman Capote on 
thfijset thtaDerU. It is cm this set that 

Capote and Bogart fall to arm wrestling. It 
becomes a full-scale wrestling match, and 
pretty soon Bogart is on his bade — pinned. 
“Truman's epicene comportment was dow- 
nright deceptive,” Huston writes later. 

Huston movesto I reland and lives therefor 
15 years. He owns horses whenever he can. 
He makes love to women whenever he can. 
He gambles whenever he can, even when he 
can’t afford it. He loses eveiything one might 
and gains it all back the next day. Traditional 
larger-than-life behavior. 

It’s Huston's idea to commission Jean-Paul 
Sartre to write the screenplay for Freud, 
whom Montgomery Gift is to play on screen. 
Sartre is an intellectual giant, albeit wall-eyed 
and unkempt, but his script comes in 300 
pages long and impossible to film. Huston has 
to tell him the script is no good. 

On the sets of several moveas, he watches 
Gift fall apart. Clift pounds dark Gable on 
the back so bard it busts. When Gable tells 
him to knock it off. <^ift breaks into tears. 
Gift is always breaking into tears. The public 
learns about that much later, but meanwhile 
Huston has to live anil work with it 

He goes through th<? same thing with Mon- 
roe while making Thi Misfits. Marilyn gob- 
bles pills, sleeps late jand bumilates Arthur 
Miller. Gable never ccinplains. Huston keeps 
the movie going. Gable th inks it will be a very 
good film, but then Gable dies.Not long after, 
Monroe is gone too. The tradition is some- 
times fatal. Huston survives.

At first he and Huston don’t get along. 
He ming way seems distant, suspicious, and he 
wants to put the gloves on. He thinks Huston 
is a little skinny for his height. But Mary says 
to Huston, don't fight him, he’s not hims elf. 
He’s ill. Hemingway is at work on Across the 
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Hirer and into Ae trees , and Huston figures 
out what s wrong. Hemingway is like an actor 
living a part. His character is at the end of bis 
rope, and so must be the author. It all makes 
sense. Later they become pals. 

Hemingway dies by his own hapd. But 
Huston is living the tradition, not trying to 
immortalize it He remains. To the onlook- 
ers, he grows still larger than life. 

Huston doesn’t mind writing about him- 
self, he said. In fact, as these tidbits suggest, 
his autobiography is just out But be tires of 
talking about it all. That part of the tradition 
— reticence — - is more honored in the breach 
than in the practice. 

‘Tm just not that- infatuated with myself,” 
he said. “I don’t think I was ever really self- 
conscious about what I did. And T m not hav- 
ing a secret affair with myself now.” That 
helped ten survive: that and the jokes. 

“We always had them. Practical jokes 
aren’t popular today, it’s tree. But my father 
always bad them going, and they went for 
years. Lloyd Davis and my father, whenever a 
third person was present, would suddenly 
start discussing a crovaey. They’d look at a 
pice of furniture and say, is that a real crov- 
ney? No, fake. If a duck flew overhead one 
would say, look, I believe that? s a crovney. 
Nobody knew what a crovney was but them, 
and it sustained them.” 

When Huston's Unde Alec was very sick, 
an unpopular cousin came to visit. Alice Hus- 
ton insisted she be told he was already dead. 
The family protested this macabre gag, but 
Alec insisted. While the grieving relative 
looked on in tears, Alec held his breath. 
When she left he broke into a grin. A few days 
later, he died. 

Huston, . although out his career, also 
pushed humor to die limits. His biggest col- 
laborator in such high jinks was a lockey 
named Billy Pearson, who once ruined an 
elaborate movie scene with a lascivious 


remark lo Ava Gardner, and who, in cahoots 
with Huston, once intentionally fouled 12 
connoting rides m a Paris horse race and who 
with Huston once dropped 2,000 ping-pong 
balls onto a golf course, successfully postpon- 
ing a tournament match in which Burt Lan- 
caster was entered. 

“You couldn't possibly find a gold ball," 
said Hustou, who doesn't think much of golf. 
“Boy, were they mad. But the best story is 
what we did to an actor named Mark L., a 
couple of us. Mark was rather vain for a map 
distinguished by extreme ugliness, andhe was 
going bald, too. We tipped him to a special 
hair tonic invented by accident and notyet on 
the market We obtained for him a jar of this 
substance, which was in reality axle grease. 

“The secret was, you didn’t put it on your 
head. Hair loss was glandular. You should 
apply this stuff every day to your glands. He 
did — every day for two months. He asked 
how’s it working? It works be would say, and 
show us a few hairs on his head. The power of 
positive thinking, yon see. 

“After a while we had a scientist call to 
apologize. Yes, the substance had been 
proved effective, but unfortunately at the 
expense of manhood. The power of positive 
thinking again. Mark tested the new informa- 
tion on his wife. Then he tested it elsewhere. 
Sure enough, the scientist had turned out 
right again.” 

Practical jokes are a tittle cruel, a touch 
brutal and always at someone else's expense. 
They are distinctly out of vogue nowadays. 
Huston is unapologetic. One thing about a 
practical joke — once committed, there’s 
nowhere to hide. You know the victim — 
whem he figures out what' s happened — will 
be on your own trail. An eye for an eye. 

Maybe that was the point in the old tradi- 
tion. You wound up , if things went right, with 
a broken nose and no place to bide. In the 
dead of night, you might try to explain. But

It was dear that the Soviet Union had given both 
parties in Poland, the government and the new trade 
unions, the chance to work out a stable internal settle- 
ment. The Soviet Union realized that direct intervention 
in the present crisis would be more costly than was the 
case in, for example Czechoslovakia, and its interna- 
tional repercussions more dangerous. The Kremlin, to 
be sure, took this policy only with the utmost reluctance. 
But it had no choice but to hope that the crisis was 
containable. 

Yet the signs now are of an ominous confrontation, 
with the free trade unions pushing for a direct political 
role: their latest demands were that the budget of the 
ministry of the interior be cut, that the powers of public 
prosecutors be curtailed, and that the role of the security 
forces against activists in previous periods of worker 
unrest be investigated. 

This in itself is grave enough as far as the Soviet Union 
is concerned. But there is worse. The partial strikes 
called by the new unions to protest the arrest of one of 
their members indude stoppages in the country’s rail- 
ways — and there is a danger that this might escalate into 
a general strike. The paralysis of the country’s railway 
system would have a direct adverse military bearing on 
the disposition of Soviet forces in Eastern Europe. The 
Red Army has around 300 soldiers and 12,000 tanks in 
East Germany, and such a strike would do their lines of 
communications untold harm. 

There is dearly a line beyond which the Soviets will 
not allow the situation to drift in Poland. That line is 
being rapidly approached — if, indeed, it has not been 
already crossed. 



Will Reagan adopt 4 supply- side’ economics ?

WASHINGTON — 
One of Che main attractions of Ronald Reagan to 
voters — apart from their apparent unwillingness to 
live another four years with Jimmy Carter — was 
the Republican candidate’s promise of substantia] 
cuts in personal taxes. Reagan would make up some 
of this huge revenue loss by cutting “waste" out of 
federal spending, yet at the same time be wants to 
increase military spending by as much as $20 billioa. 
Obviously, aJD this could lead to another upsurge of 
inflation, and that win be the first policy problem 
for Reagan's team of economic advisers. 

Curiously, even after nine months of political 
campaigning, a flood of “position papers," endless 
press conferences and hundreds of speeches, it is 
still not certain whom Reagan will pay most atten- 
tion to on economic matters. 

By his own admission the president-elect has 
been greatly influenced by University of Southern 
California economist, Arthur Laffer, one of the 
more radical proponents of “supply-side” econom-,, ; ,^ 
ics,aswell as by Congressman Jack Kemp of New ( ... 
York,-, a fervent lobbyist for -such- supply-side - - 
economic concepts as a return to the gold standard 
and the Kemp-Roth three-year massive tax cut 
proposal endorsed by Reagan. 

Advocates of supply- side economics argue that 
the major task of government is to encourage pro- 
duction by the private sector by increasing incen- 


tives — thus increasing the supply side of the 
economy. If this is properly done, the argument 
runs, there will be no need for more complicated 
and woefully unsuccessful economic management 
approaches such as Keynesianism or monetarism. 

Laffer played only a minor role in the Reagan 
campaign. Kemp was more visible, but in general 
Reagan has been listening to the Republican Party’s 
traditional advisers, many of them former top aides 
under the Nixon and Ford administrations, men 
such as George P. Shultz, Alan Greenspan, William 
Simon, and Claris Walker. These advisers, and 
some newer ones such as Citicorp chairman Walter 
Writston, have grave concerns about the inflatio- 
nary impact of a full-scale Kemp-Roth tax cut, and 
are adamantly opposed to a move away from the 
present system of floating rates to a gold standard. 

One former Nixon-Ford aide who is conspicu- 
ously absent from current Reagan Administration 
p lanning is former Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nafly. He will probably remain a practising interna- 
tional lawyer, but will perhaps accept special mis- 
sions from the Reagan White House. 

It is more than likely that men like Shnltz and 
Simon will be -recruited to the Reagan cabinet, but 
perhaps not to jobs which control economic policy. 
Shultz reportedly would come bade to Washington 
only as secretary of state, while Simon is lobbying 
hard to become secretary of defense. Thus it is not 
not impossible that Laffer could end up with an 
important post at the White House in the presi- 


dents council of economic advisers, putting him 
dose to the president s ear. 

Another unofficial member of the economic pol- 
icy group that influences afl presidents is, of course, 
the rfmirman of the independent Federal Reserve 
Board, currently Paul Volcker . Although a Democ- 
rat, Volcker served as undersecretary of the TreS- 
ury for monetary affairs in the Nixon administra- 
tion. In any case, his term as chairman does not 
expire until the summer of 1983. 

Voldcer does not lil se the inflationary implica- 
tions of the Kemp-Roth tax cut, and can be 
expected to speak out against such a measure in the 
m oaths ahead. 

When President Reagan sits down for the first 
time in the Oval Office on Jan. 20, fiscal 1981 will 
already be four months old. He will not be able to 
ignore the fact that the budget defidt — mainly due 
to loss of expected revenue because of the recession 
— has grown to $60 billion. Inflation is hanging in at 
a stubborn 9 per cent 

With this as a background, if Reagan manages to 
push through the Kemp-Roth tax cut, another other 
$20 billion in lost tax revenues will good top etf the 
defidt. Finally, if Congress fwith the Republicans 
now controlling the Senate for the first time in a 
quarter of a century) gives Reagan his additional 
$15 to $20 billion in defense spending, die president 
by next su mm er could be faced with an historic 
budgetary defidt and consequently 3 much weaker 
dollar. — (OFNS) | 


Doubts over President Eanes’ re-election

LISBON - 

A leadership crisis in the opposition Socialist 
Party is threatening to split the Portuguese non- 
Co mmu n is t Left and hand the Dec, 7 presidential 
election to the Right’s Gen. Antonio Soares Car- 
11 eiro. After losing two general elections within a 
year, Portugal 1 s Socialists seemed sure of backing a 
winner in the presidential race until party leader 
Mario Soares suddenly withdrew his support for the 
re-election of President Antonio Ramalho Eanes. 

Soares also “ provisionally ” quit as Socialist 
secretary-general after the party’s national com- 
mission refused to follow his line. Politicians see the 
55-year-old former prime minister’s move as an 
attempt to restore his personal prestige and influ- 
ence in the party, which he founded in 1973 and has 
led ever since. But its Immediate effect has been to 
bring to the surface the simmering discontent within 
the party over Soares' autocratic style of leadership. 
His decision to withdraw support from Gen. Eanes 
has also raised serious doubts that the present head 
of state will be able to defeat his right-wing chal- 
lenger. 

Although Eanes has fallen out bitterly with tire 
right-wing Democratic Alliance government of 
Prime Minister Francisco Sa Cameiro during its 10 
mouths in office, he is not by nature a left-winger, 
much less a Marxist. 

The 45-year-old soldier president talks

enthusiastically about the need for NATO to 
deploy cruise missiles in Western Europe and the 
cmdal role erf prorate enterprise in the economy. 
The left, including the doggedly pro-Moscow 
Communist Party,- realizes this but is also conscious 
that Eanes is the only hope of preventing the Right 
from installing its -own man in the presidency. 

Last September,! Soares negotiated Soaalist sup- 
port for tite presidents re-election in tile know- 
ledge that the president also appealed strongly to 
many right- wing voters. But Eanes overstepped the 
mark when he told a press conference after the 
Democratic Alliance’s landslide win in the 5 Oct. 
general elections :“J think the resent majority and I 
are both in favor cd the same model of society. ” 
As a result, Soares withdrew his support from the 
president, with the sympathy of a large chunk of his 
party. Grave doubts were suddenly raised over the . 
president’s chances;of re-election. The crisis in the 
Socialist Parly alsoj highlighted Eanes 1 embarras- 
sing dependence oqthe Communists. Not daring to 
in tire early stages of the cam- 
tening off potential moderate 
fooled no one by putting up its 
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publicly denounced the move as a poody disguised 
ploy ultimately to support Eanes. ) 

Meanwhile the Socialists, after an initial rift, are 
p atching up the damage until after the presidential 
elections, which are widely expected to lead to a 
second- round- run-off between the twp .strongest 
contestants. 

A Soaalist delegation visited Eanes tp mend its 
fences with the presidential recently. 

Mario Soares, in a television interview, accused 
Eanes of breaking an agreement with the Socialist 
Party, but he softened his opposition to the presi- 
dent’s re-election by adding : “ My silence could be 
an important element in making Eanes f ulfill his 
promises. ” 

He dismissed the idea for the momen t of holding 
an emergency Socialist congress to decide the lead- 
ership issue before the regular congress due to be 
held next year. There was no question of his step- 
ping down permanently from the party leadership 
before then, despite his suspension of patty actiyily 

until after the elections. Soares added. 

But the crisis the Socialist leader has provoked 
makes Hanes’ re-election, once considered a near 
certainty, look increasingly shaky.. It has also 
brought into the open sharp differences in the 
Socialist Party. And if Eanes loses, the knives wifi 
be out for Soares and his supporters. The Socialists 
migh t then split, bequeathing the leadership of the 
Left to the Communists. / 4*^ 
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Newspapers 

flourish 
in Uganda

KAMPALA - 

On Kampala street comers each morning, crowds 
gather to buy the latest newspaper. Uganda today 
has perhaps the freest and most prolific press in aC 
Africa. About 12 English-language newspapers are 
published weekly, in addition to the government- 
owned daily Uganda Times. Several others make 
more sporadic appearances. Two dailies and about 
10 weeklies publish in the local Luganda language. 

Uganda is experiencing a journalistic bpom. The 
skill of the journalism varies as widely as the variety 
of opinions expressed. Ugandans, starved of news 
in tiie past will buy almost anything which readies 
print. 

As the elections, due on Dec. 1 0, draw near, the 
proliferation ofnewspapers grows ever greater. The 
2 i four parties contesting the elections -each has its 
own party paper and/or one or more papers dosely 
associated with it. 

Most of the publications will likely fold after the 
elections, since few, if any. are able to support 
themselves from sales and advertising revenues. 
Allegations of foreign money flowing to certain 
newspapers are rife. Many are no more than scandal 
sheets carrying attacks on one or another political 
party, most against former President Oboie’s 
Uganda People's Congress. 

The only English-language daily is the Uganda 
Times , edited by Hakut Ben-Bella, a strong suppor- 
ter and dose associate of Obote. Ben-Bella was 
detained briefly early this year by the order of Paulo 
Muwanga, new chairman of the ruling Military 
Commission. 

His newspaper devotes much space to UPC 
activities, though not to the total exclusion of other 
parties. Its editorials often reflect the thinking d 
Obote and his inner aide of advisers. The paper 
sometimes serves as a harbinger of change, but can 
also leave the reader blissfully unaware of impor- 
tant events in Uganda itself. 

During the fighting in the northwestern West 
Nile Province in October, the Uganda Times head- 
lines droned on daily with the latest war news — 
from the Gulf. The public was left to gather gossip 
or tune to foreign radio to get any news of the 
fi gh tin g fa Uganda. 

The Minister of Information, David ^nyoti, is 
one of Obote's closest advisers. He feels the gov- 
ernment should now tolerate the many publications 
to show it is not afraid of othertf opinions. 

Some Ugandan journalists are critical of the qual- 
ity of many of the newspapers now appearing. Yoga 

Adhoia, editor of the UPC party organ, ThePeopU 
feeb that only a few of the more serious papers wiB 
last beyond polling day. “ Most of these newspapers 
are campaign pamphlets,” he asserted, and com* 
plained that few addressed issues important to 
Ugandans. 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


All newspapers led with King Khaled’s one-day 
visit to Hasa, during which he received the area’s 
citizens. The papers also prominently displayed 
Finance and National Economy Minister Sheikh 
Aba AI- {Chau's statement saying that$5 billion win 
be allocated for development in the Arab world 
according to the joint economic strategy adopted by 
the Amm an Summit conference. 

AI Riyadh highlighted the celebrations marking 
the international day for solidarity with the Palesti- 
nian People. The paper carried a statement of PLO 
chairman, Yasser Arafat, as saying that there would 
not be an immediate solution to the Middle East 
crisis unless the Palestinian people are given the 
right to self-determination. It also gave prominence 
to the West Bank demonstrations, continuing for 
the seventh day. It said that the Israeli forces used 
tear gas to break up the demonstrations during 
which students raised the Palestinian flag. The 
paper also carried a story reporting that Israel holds 
the world's record on inflation that approached the 
2 00 per cent mark a year. 

AU papers published the reports of the war bet- 
ween Iraq And Iran. Okaz carried a story in which 
Iran claimed to have taken over an Iraqi port Satur- 
day. An Iranian statement said that its navy 
occupied the port of Bakr, near the port of Faw, at 
the mouth of Shatt al Arab. The paper a Iso reported 
the growing tension between Syria and Jordan, The 
Jordanian ambassador to the Kingdom, Sarwat AI 
Talhuni, said that Jordan would respond to any 


Syrian attack. Meanwhile, Syria officially 
announced that it would “hit without mercy’ any 
force that endangers tiie security of Syrian afire ns 
Observers say that the official statement is a 
response to a U.S. State department statement that 
Jordan was a friendly country, and the U.S. is con- 
cerned about its security. 

AI Jadrah commenting on die same issue, said 
that 20,000 Syrian troops and 60Q ranks have been 
moved to the border with Jordan. King Hussein is 
making Arab and international contacts, fearing 
further deterioration in the relations between the 
two neighboring countries. Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al Faisal told the paper that Iran has not 
asked for the formation of a Gulf committee to 
work on stopping the war with Iraq. He denied 
recent press reports that Iran has requested several 
Gulf states, in eluding the Kingdom, to prepare fora 
dialogue. 

Meanwhile, editorials dealt with the King’s visit 
to the Eastern Province which illustrates the integ- 
rity and unison between the leadership and the 
people. The papers highlighted the huge develop- 
ment movement in the region that proves the com- 
prehensve development going on in every part of 
the Kingdom 

Most papers commented on the growing tension 
between Syria and Jordan and the complications 
that an armed dash betwen the two countries would 
bring. The papers wondered why the two countries 
would go to war just because oF political difference 


in their leaderships. Jordan preferred to join the 
Arab fold, and the massing of troops by Syria, and 
its timing, would indicate that the action is aimed at 
aborting the historic resolutions of the Amman

JEDDAH — ? Peace in Palestine, tbe future 
piking of oil and the establishment of a new 
international economic order were discussed 
at a conference on Europe and the Arab 
nation in the Novell] Theater in Rimini, Italy. 

The conference was organized by the Pio 
Manzn Center in cooperation with the 
United Nations Organization, the European 
Ecowmc Community; the Arab League, the 
Organization of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries and the Italian government. 

“ Successive Arab speakers emphasized that 
economic issues and the supply of oil could 
not be separated from the peaceful solution 
of the Palestme question. Mr. Badoou, the 
Moroccan Foreign Secretary, described the 
inj ustic es inflicted on the Palestinians by tbe 
Zionists: they had appropriated nearly all the 
available land and, since occupyin g the ter- 
ritory west of the River Jordan, had forced 
schools to follow a Zionist programs of 
studies with Hebrew as the main language. 
Those who tried to oppose this extermination 
of Arab culture had been exiled or thrown 
into prison. 

They had destroyed Arab quarters and 


expropriated lands belon ging to the Greek 
Orthodox Patriarchate to room for 
Jewish settlements, and had -desecrated both 
Muslim and Christian holy places. The cul- 
mination of this policy was the proclamation, 
in the face of international opposition, of 
Jerusalem as the Israeli capital. The Israelis, 
he said, were planning a Greater Israeli 
-Republic stretching from the Nile to the 
Euphrates. 

Ahmed JDajaoi of die Palestinian Libera- 
tion Oiganization said the Palestinian ques- 
tion was the tragedy of a nation of four mil- 
lion people driven away from their homeland 
and fighting to maintain their cultural and 
historical identity. He criticized United 
States support for Israel, and said a defamat- 
ory propaganda campaign was under way 
aimed at misrepresenting the Palestinians 
and raising the imaginary specter of further- 
massacres of the Jews. The Palestinians did 
not want to drive the Jews into the sea but to 
live with them in a democratic, secular and 
non- racial state of Palestine. 

It was false, he added, to assert that the 
problem was complex and without solution, 
when in fact a solution did exist in accordance 
with international law and UN resolutions

forbidding the possession by force of the land 
of others and recognizing the right of all peo- 
ples to self- d etermination. But tbe intransig- 
ence and increasing extremism of the Israelis 
meant that they would not accept this solu- 
tion voluntarily: It would have to be imposed* 
on them.

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Peking tribunal hears 
last on Mao death plot 


PEKING. Nov. 30 (AFP1 — The special 
tribunal set up by the post- Maoist regime to 
try 10 leaders of the Cultural Revolution, 
including Jiang Qing, the widow of Mao Tse- 
tung. has finished its examination of evidence 
in chief concerning the alleged attempt in 
1 971 to seize power from and assassinate the 
"Great Helmsman" Mao. 

Reporting this Sunday, the New China 
News Agency quoted one of the three judge 
assessors of the special tribunal. Huang 
Yukun. deputy head of the general political 
department of the People's Liberation Army. 

Charges of "plotting to assassinate Chair- 
man Mao Tse-Tung and engineer an armed 
counter-revolutionary coup d’etat" at the 
instigation of Lin Biapo, Mao's subsequently 
disgraced heir- apparent, who died on Sept. 
13. 1971; after the aborted coup, have been 
leveled not at Jiang Oing and the other four 
non-military defendants in the trial but speci- 
fically at five generals. 

According to official Chinese sources 
Generals Huang Youngsheng. 70. Wu Fax- 
ian. 65: Li Zuopeng, 66; Qiu Huizuo. 66; and 


Jiang Tengjhto, 61: have admitted taking part 
in the putsch and attempted assassination in 
Shanghai. 

At least two of them, Huang Yongsheng 
and Li Zuopeng, have nevertheless disputed 
some of the charges brought against them by 
the special tribunal, as is evident from 
excerpts of the hearing on Chinese television 
and radio. 

The special tribunal, consisting in all of 35 
judges who have been sitting since Nov. 20. is 
sub-divided into a civilian "first tribunal”, 
which is trying Jian Oing's -‘Gang of Four" 
and Chen Boda, Mao's former political sec- 
retary. and a military "second tribunal,” 
which is trying the generals. 

According to well-informed sources 
neither tribunal convened Sunday. 

The New China News Agency also 
reported that the hearing of evidence in chief 
against Chen Boda. one of the leading 
ideologists in the early years of the 1966-76 
Cultural Revolution who is charged with 
“ counter- revolutionary crimes." has been 
concluded. 


Arrests in Haiti draw U.S. protest 


PORT AU PRINCE. Haiti. Nov. 30 ( AP) 
— A wave of reported arrests of Haitian dis- 
sidents and journalists was protested by the 
U.S. Embassy here Saturday. The govern- 
ment has not publicly confirmed the arrests. 

A spokesman for the embassy said he could 
give little information on the status of those 
arrested but confirmed: "We have pro- 
tested.” Reliable reports in the capital indi- 
cated at least a dozen Haitian journalists and 
civil rights activists were taken into custody 
Friday. 

The reported arrests followed a day in 
which the government radio and newspaper 
"... > . . circulated a communique warning 
the public against "plots” that were aimed at 
"stirring up” the minds of young people. 

In Washington, the U.S. State Department 
said i: has "reliable reports" of the arrests of. 
among others. Gregori Eugene, head of the 
Haitian Christian Soria! Party: L’Enfantin 
Joseph, secretary general of the Haitian 
Human Rights League; and members of the 


family of Sylvio Claude, a prominent out- 
spoken dissident who was already in prison.

Inter had been arrested. Reliable reports in 
Haiti also indicated that two writers from the 
dissident newspaper Le Petit Samedi Soir and 
Jean-Jacques Honorat, a professor of sociol- 
ogy at a local school, were among those 
arrested. A spokesman for Radio Metropole 
said Marcus Garcia, news program director at 
the station, was arTested at his home Friday.

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Nine injured 
in Salvador 
bomb blast 

SA N SALVADOR. El Salvador, Nov . 30 
(AP) — A large bomb explosion injured nine 
persons and scattered violence erupted in the 
Salvadorean capital Saturday as thousands of 
supporters mourned six top leftist opposition 
leaders, kidnapped and assassinated earlier 
in the week. 

Nine sporadic gunfights between leftist 
guerrillas and military patrols were heard in 
the capital during die night. A police 
spokesman said 20 persons were killed in the 
_ fights and other political violence in the 24 
hours ending at 6 a.m. local. 

A brief gunfight caused panic at midday in 
the crowded plaza outside the Metropolitan 
Cathedral, but police said it had no immedi- 
ate report of casualties and had no details on 
who did the shooting and why. An estimated 
8,500 people.-mostly civilians, have been kil- 
led in since Jan. 1, in the fight for power 
between leftist groups seeking to set up a 
Marxist government and rightists within 
among the military. 

Leftists claimed national guard troops 
were responsible for the kidnapping and 
assassination of the six leftist leaders, and 
accused the ruling civilian- military junta of 
complicity in the crime. A junta statement 
denied the accusations. 

Many leftist youths wearing red and black 
bandana handkerchiefs across their faces sur- 
rounded the catherdal in the eariy afternoon 
in preparation for the funeral of the six lead- 
ers. They draped large banners and doth 
signs across the entrance of the building and 
blared leftist slogans from loudspeakers 
mounted across the entrance.

Hero’s brother kills himself 


BESANCON, France, Nov. 30 (AFP) — 
Pierre Fertet, a 51 -year-old schoolteacher, 
committed suicide with his 82-year-old 
mother because he said he was unable to bear 
any longer the lifelong burden of being the 
brother of “France’s youngest hero ” police 
said Sunday. 

On Sept. 26, 1943. the Germans shot 16 
resistance fighters. One of them was Henri 
Fertet, a 16 -year-old schoolboy and the 
youngest Gauilist to be executed for patriot- 
ism. At the time, Pierre was 14. 

He soon realized that Henri was becoming 
a cult, star ting with his parents, both school- 
teachers and very religious, starting with his 
parents, both schoolteachers and very religi- 
vie prayed beside th^» J—.: son's bed 


every night. But this was not all. For Henri 
was soon publicly hailed as . “France's 
youngest hero." 

Henri’s last letter, written in the German 
death cell a few hours before execution, war 
smuggled to London and broadcast by the 
free French over the B.B.C. and was later 
published in textbooks for foreign schools. 

In 1947 Gen. Charles De Gaulle person- 
ally banded the Croix de Lorraine, posfitin- 
ously awarded to Henri, to his parents. 

Henri's bedroom, complete with a large 
French tricolor flag, soon resembled a shrine. 
It was an too much for Pierre.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30 (AFPl — 
President -elect Ronald Reagan, who is 6** 
years old. is in excellent health despite hear- 
ing problems, allergies and arthritis, accord- 
ing to his personal physician. Dr. John 
Reynolds. 

Reynolds, whose assessment of Reagan's 
health appeared in the weekly magazine U.S. 
Sews and World Report, gave the president- 
elect his most recent medical examination 
last year. He noted that Reagan, who will be 
70 on Feb. 6. underwent a prostate operation 


in 1966. 

The physician said that he believed that 
Reagan would have no difficulty dealing with 
the “nervous tension” of his new office. 

According to the doctor, the president- 
elect's defective hearing would prevent him 
from following a conversation in a noisy envi- 
ronment. The arthritis that hinders articula- 
tion of his right thumb should not interfere 
with the successful accomplishment of his 
presidential duties, the doctor said. 

Reagan is under treatment for his allergies. 
Reynolds told the magazine. 


ZURICH, Nr.v 30 (AP) — Switzerland;

the West, ha 1 * been shaken by violent protests 
by its youth. On nearly every weekend since 
late May, scores of youths have swarmed the 
streets of some of the country s most elegant 

cities. 

The disturbances have caused several mil- 
lion francs in material damage, dozens of 
injuries — although no known fatalities — 
and. in Zurich alone, an estimated 1,000 
arrests. Judicial proceedings have begun 
against 570 persons in Zurich. Fifty-four 
complaints have been lodged against 
unnamed Zurich pi ike men fi.r suspected 
abuses. 

Peric^d ic el ashes with the helmcnt- wearing, 
shield- bearing police have left shop windows 
shattered 3nd looted of expensive merchan- 
dise, and i ear gas choking the streets. 


The youths are not protesting against pov- 
erty They are not demanding jobs, which are 
plentiful There are no slums and little crime 
in this tiny, landlocked country — but, it 
seems, it is precisely because of that standard 
of living that restlessness has taken root. 

During a recent demonstration in 
Lausanne, protesters unfurled a hand- 
lettered banner that proclaimed their rejec- 
tion of “ A world where the guarantee of not 
starving to death is paid for by the risk of 
being bored to death."

They want to take 
greater responsibility for their lives." 

It’s a lot easier to leaim what disturbs the 
youths than to find out what they want to do 
about it. l 

The movement is without recognized, lead- 
ers, says Guy-OIivier Segond, the 34-year- 
old deputy mayor of Geneva who chairs the 
federal co mmis sion on youth questions. 

*‘Ifs incomprehensibleihow it functions” 
he said, adding that the fluid nature of the 
movement partly accounts for the lack of 
dialogue between disaffected youths and 
authorities. “There is," Segond said of the 
youth movement, “ao sense of negotiation 
and compromise." -J- 
Negotiation and compromise has been the 
mortar of stability in this nation of 63 mil- 


lion, where a German- speaking majority has 
lived peacefully with large blocs of French — 
and Italian-speaking Swiss. 

The youth movement is oddly heterogene- 
ous, embracing, workers, apprentices, stu- 
dents, leftists, ecologists, homosexuals, anar- 
chists , and 1 even persons “trying to relive 
1968." Segond said. 

There are, he emphasized, important de- 
ferences between the contemporary Swiss 
movement and the western European stu- 
dent upheavals of 1968. which skirted Swit- 
zerland. “The vocabulary has changed,” he 
said. “The words ‘proletariat 5 and ‘dass 
struggle' are not heard. Today, it's* Life here 
and now, without surveillance’ 

Segond may be one of the most articulate 
spokesmen of the dissenters, even if he is not 
one of them. 

“The movement, which is of little import 
on the quantitative level, must not be under- 
estimated on the qualitative level,” he told a 
conservative political gathering recently. 
“The youths are revealing problems which 
touch the whole society, and the unexpected 
demonstrations in several cities are manifes- 
tations, violent and viable, of a more general 
malaise. 1 ’ 

“The youths are demanding. They are 
severe for our society, for our country, for 
those who preceded them. For adults; their 
criticism is often unjust: after all, we eat when 
we are hungry, we live in peace, we can move 
about and express ourselves freely. ..the 
youth perhaps forget (these freedoms) too 
quickly. 

“Yet," he said, “what they sense, and what 
they are trying to express corresponds to real- 
ity. If s true that Switzerland at the end of the 
20th century is without challenges (and) is 
not very enthusiastic for a young perspn."

Rots Biatek, the GSA official who has 
approved ex- presidents' expenses in recent 
years, said few guidelines exist for the agency. 
“No one has ever defiped what th e duties of a 
former president are" he said. “Certainly 
their status would entitle them to certain 
..amenities ... they’re very unique people." 

It was not until 22 years ago that Congress 
got around to supporting ex-presidents with a 
pension, office space, phones, furnishings, 
supplies, equipment and money for a staff. 

Former President Truman, who left office 
in January 1953, received his first allotment 
in 1959. He was allotted $61,000 that year 
but spent only $55,000. 

As fine-tuned over the years, the former 
presidents aetprovides Nixon, Ford and soon 
Carter with an annual pension of Sti9.630, 
which is tied to the pay rate of a' cabinet 
member. In addition, an ex-president 
receives $1 50,000 a year for staff salaries for 
his first 30 months out of office, and $96,000

Backward Albania pressed 
to shatter shell of isolation 


TIRANA, Albania, Nov. 30(WP)— ■ After 
3Vh decades of extreme isolation. Albania, 
strategically situated at the mouth of the 
Adriatic, is under eoonomic and political 
pressure to emerge from its shell. But its long- 
time ruler, Enver Hoxha, and his hard-line 
disciples are determined to control the pro- 
cess as best they can. 

The harsh repression that for many years 
was the hallmark of Hoxha’s rule has been 
relaxed for some time now, but the Albaniao 
leader still identifies bis own peculiar brand 
* of Communism with the cause of Albanian 
independence. The Western-educated son of 
a middle- dass Muslim landowner, be appears 
to believe that Albania can survive as an 
independent nation only by cutting itself off 
from the rest of the world. 

His dilemma — and a problem that his 
successors will face even more acutely — is 
that Albania needs the outside world in order 
to develop. 

Since the Communist takeover of Albania 
following World War II, a rudimentary indus- 
trial structure has been built up from virtually 
nothing. But labor productivity is desperately 
low and Albania needs foreign partners if it is 
to modernize its industry or transform itself 
into a consumer society. 

Since its break with fhin» Albania has 
turned to Western Europe and its neighbor 
Yugoslavia for badly needed machinery and 
technological expertise. Trade, cultural and 
sporting contacts have expanded enorm- 
ously.

And 
apart from the occasional ethnic Albanian, 
no U.S citizen may enter the country. 

Albania is like no other nation in Europe, 
rhe visitor is struck immediately by the fact 
that the countryside is covered by row after 
row of concrete pillboxes. Built over the hist 
five years, these form the^mainstay of 
Albania's defense fortifications. Officials 
claim that the entire population of 2.6 million 
can be mobilized within a couple of hours. 

Whether the pillboxes would hold up a 
determined invader tor long is dubious. They 
have certainly helped create a fortress men- 
tality among the population, which has been 
taught to expect an attack at any moment. A 
favorite which has been taught to expect an 
attack at any moment.

22 African countries decide 
to increase coffee production 


LUANDA, Angola, Nov. 30 (AFP) — The 
22 members of the inter-African Coffee 
Organization (1ACO) have decided unanim- 
ously that coffee production in Africa should 
be increased. Representatives of the conti- 
nents producers, who account for about 
one-third of world consumption, noted dur- 
ing their general assembly here last week that 
coffee output was falling in Africa while it 
was on titc rise elsewhere. 

IACO recommended that members show 
self-disdpline, adjusting their sales to sea- 
sonal variations in market demand. The con- 
ferees agreed that coffee stocks built up by 
consumer countries were a factor in driving 
down die price of the bean. 

The general assembly also set up a working 
group to renegotiate quotas assigned to the 
producer countries at the International Cof- 
fee Organization (ICO) meeting in London 
in September. 

The IACO assembly also supported the 
idea of greater cooperation with die African 


and Malagasy Coffee Organization (OAM- 
CAF), and decided to study the possibilities 
of affiliated status with the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU). 

Of the IACO membership, only two states 
were absent from the Luanda meeting. 

Denis B Kan on, the Ivoiy Coast agriculture 
minister, was elected to die revolving presi- 
dency of die IACO, succeeding Angolan 
Agriculture "Minister Manuel Pacavira.” 

It was decided that Arega Yorku of 
Ethiopia would serve as secretary-general for 
a renewable term of three years. 

The assembly adopted a milli on -dollar 
budget for the 1980-81 financial year, and 
decided that the next annu al general assem- 
bly would be held in Monrovia, Liberia. An 
extraordinary assembly was scheduled for 
next march in London. 

But the delegates adjourned a decision on 
building a headquarters for the organization 
in Abidjan, Ivory Coast, finding that con- 
struction estimates were too costly.

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Japan, Europe to review 
sanctions against Soviets 


TOKYO. Nov. 30 (AFP) — Foreign 
Minister Masayoshi Ito is expected to riisniss 
with leaders of European nations, including 
France and West Germany, international 
problems, in d tiding economic sanctions 
taken agains t the Soviet Union, when he vis- 
its Europe in mid December. Ito is scheduled 
to leave Tokyo for Paris Dec. 6 to attend the 
international conference of the International 
Energy Agency (LEA) scheduled for Dec. 8 
and 9 in the French capital. 

He will also visit Britain, West Germany, 
Belgium and the Netherlands as well as 
Egypt During his visit to the five European 
countries, Ito hopes to meet Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt of West Germany, President 
Valery Giscard cTEstaing of France, Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher of Britain as well 
as other leaders and officials of the European 
co mmuni ty commission. 

Through his milts with the European lead- 
ers, the foreign minis ter plans to promote 
further the political dialogue between Japan 
and West Europe which increased after the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and after 
the American hostage-taking in Iran. 

Ito, who is the first Japanese foreign minis- 
ter to visit Cairo in six years, also hopes to 
meet President Anwar Sadat and exchange 
views on the Mideast peace and other issues. 
On Japan- West Europe relations, former 
Foreign Minister Saburo Okita went to Lux- 
embourg last April and confirmed the basic 
posture of Japan’s acting together with West 
Europe on economic sanctions against Iran in 
talk* held with foreign ministers of die EEC 
countries. 

Meanwhile, Japan once again heads the list 
of South Korea’s suppliers, despite a slight 
drop in imports from toe January- to- October 
period a year ago, according to official statis- 
tics.

Mandlikova blasts Turnbull 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Nov. 30 (AP) 
— Young Czech tennis star Hana Mand- 
likova took just 52 minutes on Kooyong’s 
center court Sunday to blast the Toyota Open 
championship hopes of Australian Wendy 
Turnbull. 

The 28-year-old Turnbull never really 
came out of her shed until the eighth game of 
the second set when she momentarily gave a 
hint or rqjeating the recovery she staged a 
day earlier against Czech Martina Nav- 
ratilova. 

Although she fought back. Turnbull faded 
just as quickly by dropping service and sur- 
rendering any hope of winning the S3 2, 000 
match. In the end, it was no surprise that the 
18-year-old Ctecb coasted to a 6-0, 7-5 win 
to put in a repeat of last yeari s Toyota Classic 
final 6-3, 6-2 win over Turnbull. 

There was a similarity about the two wins 
as Mandlikova conceded only five games in 
both matches. But Sunday, she dropped the 
five in one bundle in die second set. 


Turnbull was under tremendous pressure 

to restore some of the shine to Australia’s 
fading tennis image. From her first serve, the 
Australian was on a disaster courage as she 
double faulted to start a losing run of three 
points.

Italians shocked by slipshod rescue effort 


ROME. Nov. 30 (R) — When troops 
finally arrived in the earthquake -stricken vil- 
lage of Santomenna, most of them had no 
waterproof clothing. They had to borrow 
plastic coats and trousers from volunteer 
workers. 

For rescuers working ankle-deep in mud in 
the shattered ruins of buildings after 24 hours 
of continuous downpour, it was just another 
organizational blunder to add to the list. 

Santomenna was cut off for the first two 
days because both approach roads were 
blocked by piles of rubble . Five days after the 
quake struck, it was virtually isolated again 
because enormous traffic jams were delaying 
important supplies for boms on end. 

•* Can you believe that all these policemen 
and carabinieri, cannot even organize the 
traffic." asked a derk in a textile factory 
from Bari. 

He was in Laviano with two friends, driving 
around in a borrowed jeep and taking coffins 
from the wrecked village square to the sports 
field. ” We almost decided not to come, he 
thought we would just get in the way. But 
there was almost nobody here when we 
arrived, ” he said. 

The call went out from Laviano for more 
coffins. They eventually came but in absurd 
quantities and were stacked six-high in road- 
side ditches. 

A bottle of disinfectant was placed in front 
of each full coffin. Every few hours the liquid 
was squirted on the corpse to prevent the 
spread of bacteria.

NAPLES, Italy, Nov. 30 (AP) — Panicked 
earthquake survivors fled into the snow- 
covered streets Sunday when an aftershock 
reading S on the Richter scale rocked an area 
east of here. Officials said one man suffered a 
fatal heart attack while running from his 
house. 

Another aftershock, measuring 4 on the 
Richter scale, had hit the area overnight

ings, authorities reported. 


GDANSK, Poland. Nov. 30 (AP) - A half 
dozen people sit at a small table, sipping tea 
and chatting in three languages. Small chil- 
dren romp over furniture, while a harried 
woman barks at her husband. 

Lech Walesa, leader of Poland* s indepen- 
dent trade union movement has invited sev- 
eral foreign reporters and advisers to share 
breakfast in his 80-square meter apartment 
Never mind that rhe guests speak no com- 
mon language, or that he neglected to tell his 
wife they were coming. 

“It's like this many days,” muttered Mrs. 
Walesa as she surveyed the confusion. “And 
they never dean up.” 

With a small child dinging to her neck, she 
turns to her husband and snaps: “There is a 
Polish reporter here. Why don’t you talk to 
the Polish press? You only have time for the 
foreign press." 

Six months ago, Walesa was an unemp- 
loyed electrician, living off the charity of his 


friends in a tiny flat with his wife and six 
children. 

Today, he is a world figure, pursued by 
reporters, received by the Communist Party 
chief and cheered by millions of Poles. His 
mischievous, elfin face, dominated by a huge 
moustache, has been published on the covers 
of magazines around the world. 

He has moved to a more spacious apart- 
ment in a massive forest of concrete housing 
blocks on what used to be an airfield. The 
union picked up the tab for the quarters. 

The dazzling transformation, however, has 
not been without its price. Walesa says he 
rarely has time for his family and spends up to 
12 hours a day on union work. 

He rarely misses an opportunity to tell 
people he will leave his post and return to the 
shipyards as an electrician once the union is 
fully organized. “lam tired and my health is 
not so good,” he told a recent rally. “ I will be 


Mugabe threatens to jail opponents 
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SALISBURY, Nov. 30 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe has threatened to 
detain more dissident political opponents as 
his chief rival. Joshua Nkomo, called for 
two-party talks on the future of their eight- 
month-old coalition government 

Mugabe ordered the detention without 
trial of nine Nkomo’ s Patriotic Front officials, 
including a parliamentarian, 10 days ago. It 
was the first time since the former British 
colony won independence April 18 that any- 
one has been detained on political grounds. 

The prime minister, addressing a rally of 
5,000 supporters at Mabvuku township near 
here on Saturday, warned lawless elements 
opposed to his own party, the Zimbabwe 
African National Union (Patriotic Front), 
that “we could get tough." 

He recalled issuing an earlier wanting that 
detention camps — used by the former 
white-minority government to hold black 
leaders now in power — were still “open for 
miscreants.” 

Mubage referred to recent faction fighting 
in the second-largest city of Bulawayo in 
which at least 58 people were killed and more 
than 500 injured. 

"After the Bulawayo incident it was obvi- 
ous that some people did not take heed of my 
warning, so we detained them," he declared 
amid cheers from his supporters. 

Mugabe came to power in British- 
supervised elections last February after a 
seven-year guerrilla war fought separately 
against white rule by both parties in the coali- 
tion. 

Ideologically and ethnically opposed, the 
two patties formed a fragile political alliance 
for British-organized constitutional talks last 
year that led to the Dec. 29 cease-fire in the 
war. 

Mugabe, backed mainly by China, repres- 
ents the majority Shona tribe. Nkomo. who 
got most of his support from die Soviet 
Union, is the political leader of the minority 
Matabcle tribe. 

"In any election there are victors and the 
vanquished," Mugabe told an earlier rally, 
also on Saturday, in the Gutu tribal reserve 
some 208 kilometers south of here. "Those 
who lose an election should have the humility 
to accept defeat.” 

Mugabe said his government is considering 
setting up groups of vigilantes to report 
“troublemakers" to the authorities. He 
blamed recent strikes on unspecified “dissi- 
dent elements bent on discrediting the guv- 
crr-iiwni *' 


ready to give up union work and return to my 
job.’’ 

A day with Walesa leaves no doubt why he 
is tired. The waiting room erf his office on the 
fourth .floor of a former hotel is jammed with 
well-wishers, emissaries from local chapters 
and delegations of workers who want to 
affiliate. 

At union meetings, Walesa answers ques- 
tions and gives instructions in a rapid, stac- 
cato style, mixing sarcasm, humor and appe- 
als to patriotism. When he considers a ques- 
tion foolish, he lapses into a sarcastic form of 
rural Polish, addressing the questioner as if 
be were a small child. At a meeting in Szcze- 
cin. a woman delegate suggested that the 
union should state dearly in its bylaws the 
conditions under which it would call strikes. 

“Well, my dear, we certainly aren’t going 
to strike over handkerchiefs,” Walesa 
replied. 

Walesa uses his sarcastic sense of humor as 
a tonic to keep himself going under the strain 
of his position. He seems to enjoy giving flip- 
pant or ascorbic replies people, inducting 
foreign reporters, and then chuckling as they 
furiously scribble down his every word. 

How was your meeting, Mr. Walesa? 

“Fine” 

How do you expect the talks to move? 

“Forward,” 

His penchant for the joke has led to quotes 
in the foreign press which make Walesa 
appear an intemperate and foolish man soon 
after the summer strikes, he told a foreign 
radio interviewer that if the Polish system did 
not function “we will get a new one.” 

He was quoted by a West German 
magazine as saying his union would ask fore- 
ign experts to come to Poland and if they did 
not solve problems here, workers would 
strike against them too. Associates say the 
glib manner belies a shrewd and realistic 
character. 

“I know that sometimes I make jokes and 
you think I do not care,” Walesa told a union 
meeting in Szczecin. “But I have so many 
important things to do all day that sometimes 
I need to relax.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AFP) — The 
new governor of West Virginia, Jay Rockefel- 
ler, has broken the record for the most expen- 
sive gubernatorial election campaign estab- 
lished by his unde Nelson Rockefeller in 
1966, the Washington Post said. 

The newspaper reported that nephew Jay 
spent $12 million on his recent campaign, of 
which $1 1 miliion was out of his own pocket, 
or an average of $30 per West Virginian 
voter.

4 Arab states seek 
role in security group 

MADRID, Nov. 30 (R) — Four Arab 
Mediterranean states, Algeria, Morocco, 
Egypt and Tunisia, have sought full member- 
ship in the European Security Conference. 

They told the conference Friday that 
Mediterranean security had a direct link with 
the developments in Europe and that their 
countries should therefore fully participate in 
the talks. 

. “ Anything that concerns our future 
should not be considered, studied, debated 
and decided without us,“ Algeria delegate 
Muhammad Yazid said. 

Non-European Mediterranean states 
should play a greater role in meetings on 
European security to be able to discuss their 
common security prbblems with the Euro- 
pean nations, Egyptian delegate Abubaker 
Abdul Ghaffar told the conference. 

Complaining that his country’s participa- 
tion in the conference was limited to one 
address, Moroccan Ambassador Maati Jorio 
said : ** We hope the conference will give us 
mid other sou there Mediterranean states the 
status that is naturally purs, the fall partner 
statue. ” 

The Tunisian delegate said Tunisia needed 
full membership in the conference to be able 
to fully assume its role as a country bordering 
the Mediterranean. 


Afghans to stage rallies during Brezhnev visit 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 30 (AFP) — Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev faces the threat of 
demonstrations by Afghan refugees against 
the presence of his troops in their country 
when he visits India early next month, 
informed sources said here Sunday. 

The sources said the presence of several 
thousand refugees here and their plans for 
demonstrations were causing serious concern 
to Indian and Soviet security men. 

The Indian security department, respons- 
ible for the safety of visiting foreign dig- 
nitaries, has information that refugees are 
planning to stage two demonstrations at dif- 
ferent locations during Brezhnev’s Tour-day 
visi L, which begins on Dec. 8, the sources said

MOSCOW, Nov. 30 (R) — The Soviet 
Unionissuedan implicit warning Sunday that 
other East bloc states could take action in 
Poland oh the lines of the 1968 intervention 
in Czechoslovakia to save Polish Commun- 
ism from “counter-revolution.’’ 

The warning came in the publication by 
major newspapers and the official Tass news 
agency of an article from the Prague Com- 
munist Party paper Rude Provo comparing 
the current “crisis situation" in Poland with 
the Czechoslovak events of 12 years ago. 

The Soviet account said Rude Provo 
declared that hostile forces inside and outside 
Poland, where workers have founded new 
independent labor organizations, were 
implementing a plan “to activate and streng- 
then anti-socialist, aggressive trade union- 
ism.” 

A warning by Polish Communists that 
there was a border that must not be crossed 
should be understood, to mean that “socialist 
and patriotic forces” in Poland would do 
everything necessary to defend the 
“revolutionary gains’' to 35 years of Com- 
munism, it said. 

This formulation was very dose to Moscow 
explanations of the 1968 action by the 
Soviet-bloc Warsaw Pact which sent forces 
into Czechoslovakia officially at the request 
of “patriots” in the country’s party and gov-

Here you simply buy the time and fill it 
with whatever takes your fancy (or what- 
ever you think will take the people’s 
fancy). Television stations take the most 
cursory look before hand, just to see if 
there is any possibility of someone going 
overboard and actually libeling an oppo- 
nent. Beyond that, you can promise the 
people the moon — and candidates gener- 
ally do, and quite regularly. 

What I am getting around to is that 
there is a third factor in Lebanese elec- 
tions fully shared by those in America: 
Lies. No good telling the people that 
things are difficult and will get worse 
before they get better, that your grasp of 
economics or the finer points of East- 
West diplomacy is straight from the popu- 
lar press. Tell 'em it's going to be all right. 
Sitaution will be well in hand once you get 
into office. They will never believe you. 
But they might like the way you say it. 
Your haircut might appeal, oryoui manif- 
est lack of dandruff and five o’clock 
shadow. Just get up there in front of the 
camera and say your stuff. 

The more outrageous ads, I thought 
were those blatantly exploiting the popu- 
lar sentiments about such things as family 
life.
